AN IMPROVED SCALE. 


To Be Used By the Suffern & Hunt 


Company. 


One of the features of the improve- 


ment at the Suffern and Hunt mills 
is the new scales and farmers' dump. 
The scale Is on a level with the street, 
while usually they are on an elevat- 
ed drive. 
The scale sveighs the svagon 


of grain, then dumps it and sveighs the 
empty svagon. All this is done svllhout 
any effort of the driver. 
When the 


grain is dumped it is carried asvay by a 
conveyor to the elevator which shifts 
It to the top of the mill. The dump can 
easily handle 2,626 bushels per day. 


Shower Baths for the Men. 


The company has decided to Install 


in the mill shosver baths for the men, 
an eating house, and lockers for each 
employe. The eating room svill be built 
on the second floor of the engine house 
svhich Is nosv under construction.
